In conducting the duties of the Army in this Command, the 
Military Correspondence will be carried on in strict accordance 
with Her Majesty's Regulations, — pages 59 & 60. 

For information relative to the Financial and Commissariat 
Arrangements, the " Local Regulations of the Commissariat De- 
partment^ of 1842," a copy of which is in the possession of the 
Commissariat Officer at the several Out-Stations, must be referred 
to; as also the " War Office collection of Royal Warrants and 
Regulations on Military Finance^'' and " Explanatory Directions 
to Pay-Masters and others^ 

All letters, applications, or memorials required to be trans- 
mitted to England^ must invariably be sent to the Head-Quarters 
of the Command in duplicate^ and Correspondence with the Supe- 
rior Authorities at Home, must be carried on through the respective 
Departments in this country, except where the Queen's Regulations 
authorize a deviation from the principle.

2 — A Quarterly Abstract of the Warrants issued from the 
Military Secretary's OflSce, Barbados, for Regimental Services, 
igned by the Commanding General, accompanied by a letter of 
le usual form. 

3 — A two-Monthly Return of all the Staff Employments, in- 
luding Fort Adjutants, Clxaplain, Officiating Clergymen, Clerks, 
)ffice Keepers, Signal Men, &c. 

This Return should be made up and transmitted one month 
fter the last day of January, March, May, July, September, and 
Tovember in each year, which will give time for the requisite 
ocuments to arrive from the Out-Stations. 

N. B. — All Communications from the War Office to be acknowledged in the 
i^o-Monthly Returns of Staff Employments. 

4 — A Report of the Passage Allowances paid to Officers pro- 
eeding from one Station to another on the recommendation of a 
ledical Board, as well as all Passage Allowances to England on 
imilar recommendations, accompanied by a copy of the Proceed- 
)gs of the Board, and a receipt of the Master of the Vessel. 

5 — All extra issues of Forage to be reported, when authorized 
y the General, and Returns of the same to be forwarded every 
X months, viz : — on the the 1st of January and 1st of July. 

6 — Reports of the entertainment on board Ships ol War, of 
'fficers proceeding on duty without Troops, detailing the Officer's 
ame, the duty he was employed on, and the number of days he 
as embarked. 

7 — All special issues of Mone3% excepting special credits for 
'rdnance Services, or of Allowances, hot provided for by the Roga- 
tions, to be also reported in detail, for approval.

ORDNANCE. 



1 — Although the Ordnance Pay is not issued by Warrant 
from the General Officer Commanding the Forces, the Military 
Local Allowances to this Branch of the Service, are paid by his 
Warrant. 

2 — Ordnance Passage Allowances are sanctioned by General 
Orders, or by the Military Secretary's approval^ ^^By Command''^ 
of the Lieutenant General Commanding. 

3 — Military Local Allowances are not to be issued to Persons 
holding temporary Appointments in the Ordnance, without pre- 
A^ious reference to the Board, which must be done through the 
respective Officers of Ordnance. 

4 — Civilians attached to this Department are not entitled to 
any Allowance when absent from their Station, even on duty. 

* Heads of Departments are required to prepare, as soon as possible after 
the expiration of each Military Year, an Estimate of the Expenses to be incurred 
in their respective Departments for the ensuing Year, commencing 1st April, and 
ending Slst March. 

t Officers' Wives and Families, are not entitled to Rations unless present 
with the Regiment. 



LOCAL REGULATIONS AND 

INSPECTOR GENERAL OF HOSPITALS. 



1 — All memorandums, exclusive of Financial Arrangements, 
intended for the Lieutenant General's approval and subsequent 
publication in General Orders, to be submitted through the Deputy 
Adjutant General. 

2 — All changes in the Medical Department to be reported to 
the Deputy Adjutant General. 

3 — ^The Inspector General of Hospitals, or Principal Medical 
Officer, is required to approve all iextra issues of Fresh Meat ta 
the Troops. 

4 — The appointment of Civil Practitioners at Out-Stations^ 
must receive the Inspector General's recommendation, before 
confirmed by the General Commanding. 

5 — Applications for extra Forage by Medical Officers, are 
required to have the opinion — as to the necessity of the grant-^ 
the Head of the Department, and when granted by the Genenl 
Commanding, a detail of the circumstances must be submitted, \f> 
the Secretary at War for approval, by the Military Secretary, in a 
letter signed by the Lieutenant General. 



STAFF FAY AND LOCAL MILITARY ALLOWANCES. 



At the Out-Stations StaflP Pay and Allowances are paid on the 
approval of the Officer Commanding the Station. 



Regimental Pay. 

1 — Regimental Pay Masters receive the amount of their 
Estimates at certain periods of the month, upon the Local Warrant 
of the Officer Commanding the Troops at the Out-Stations, fof 
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•^hich a covering Warrant is subsequently made out by the Military 
Secretary for the signature of the General Officer Commanding. 
Regiments and Detachments (not attached) at Head-Quarters re- 
ceive their Pay on the Warrant of the Commanding General. 

2 — On the First day of the Month, Estimates, in duplicate, 
are sent in by Regimental Pay Masters to the Military Secretary, 
iind a Warrant prepared. A copy of each of the Monthly Esti- 
mates is transmitted, after the expiration of every Quarter, to the 

^Secretary at War by the Military Secretary, the second copy is 

Mtached to the Warrant. (Vide Explanatory Directions to Pay 
Masters and others — Pages 3 to 9. Pages 26 to 29 of Guard 

Book to War Office Circulars^ Military Secretary's Office, Bar- 

hados ) 

At the Out-Stations, Pay is issued from the Commissariat 
!Z!hest, on Local Warrants from the Officer Commanding the Troops, 
^nd Regiments and Detachments are required to furnish Local 
E^lstimates to the Commissariat. The Monthly Estimates for 
Regiments must be sent to the Military Secretary as soon after the 
pirst day of the Month as the Paymasters may be enabled, by the 
receipt of Copies of the Local Estimates from Detachments^ to pre- 
pare them. 

The Monthly Local Estimates for Detachments at Barbados, 
are forwarded Quarterly to the War Office, by the Military Secre- 
tary, and at the Out-Stations by the Officer in charge of the De- 
tachment. { Vide War Office Circular ^ N\ 755, dated \th March, 
♦1832. 



Passage Allowances. 
1 — Officers on duty proceeding from one Station to another, 
if no Public Vessel should be available, are to be paid the regulated 
Allowance, by the Local Warrant of the Officer Commanding the 
Station.

2 — Passage Allowances to England, on Medical Certife 
and to Officers proceeding on duty, paid under the Warraii; 
the Lieutenant General Commanding the Forces onlt/. InaiE 
tion to the three Vouchers already named, the Officer goingHoe 
on Medical Certificate, must send in to the Military Secreto 
triplicate copies of the proceedings of the Board ; one copy is 
to the Secretary at War, by the General Commanding forappro^ 
and two are attached to the Warrant. 

3 — Officers are occasionall}'^ permitted to cruize among e 
Islands for recovery of health, on the recommendation of 
Medical Board ; but they are not, in such cases, entitled 
Passage Allowances. But sick Ofiicers proceeding for change 
air, from one Station to another, on the recommendation fli 
Medical Board, are entitled to the usual Allowance. 

4 — When Ofiicers are sent from this Command to anyotl 
Foreign Station direct and on duty, passages are engaged forth 
by the Commissariat Department. 



Courts Martial Allowances, 

1 — Nominal Returns, agreeably to the printed Form Na' 

for Regimental Services, signed by the Officiating Deputy Joi 

Advocate, and countersigned by the President, are sent in frj 

catCj to the Military Secretary to be submitted for the appw 
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and signature of the Lieutenant General Commanding the Forces, 
they are then forwarded to and paid by the Paymaster of ihe Re- 
giment to which the Prisoner belonged. The same form will be 
applied to the case of OflScers who may be entitled to Allowances 
or Travelling Expenses, 6n duties not otherwise provided for. 

In cases where the Prisoner belongs to the Ordnance Service 
and the Court Martial (or Court of Enquiry, as the case may be) 
is assembled for the trial of such Individual only, the expenses 
are to be charged to the account of the Board of Ordnance. 

Where a Prisoner belongs to the Commissariat the expenses 
are to be charged to that Department. 

An Officer deputed to officiate as Deputy Judge Advocate is 
to receive Two Guineas a day, and Two Guineas a day for every 
idjournment — provided it does not exceed two days. The claims 
:o be made according to the printed Form No. 3, for Regimental 
Services, and to be paid in the same manner as other Court Martial 
Allowances. 



Forage Allowance. 
1. — When Forage Allowance — not provided for by the Royal 
Warrant, or specially admitted by the Treasury — is granted by 
:he Lieutenant General Commanding, it will be reported in detail 
to the Right Honorable The Secretary at War. If the extra Fo- 
rage be for a Medical Officer the report should be accompanied by 
a recommendation from the Inspector General, or principal Medi- 
cal Officer, detailing the circumstances. Back Rations, or Al- 
lowances in lieu thereof, not to be granted except under very 
peculiar circumstances, v 

2 — Lists of Officers temporarily authorized to draw Forage 
under the authority of the Lieutenant General Commanding the 
Forces, to be sent to the War Office every six months, viz : — First 
January and First July. c

will transmit to the Military Secretary, triplicate Estimates oi ' 
Stationery required for the ensuing year. These Requisitions ^ 
to be prepared so as to shew the consumption fur the ycarendi 
30th June, preceding the date of the Estimate, and the dema; 
for new supplies to be limited to one year only. 

The Estimates must be sent to Barbados as soon as possil 
after the 1st of July. They are all forwarded by the Milita 
Secretary to the War Office, in duplicate, and at the same tin 
a special condensed Return is forwarded by him, embracing 1 
own Office and those of the Adjutant and Quarter MasterGenen 
Departments.

The Widows aud Orpliaiis of deceased Soldiery may be al- 
lowed Rations by Officers Commanding at Out-Stations pending 
a reference to Head-Quarters, for the Lieutenant General's appro- 
val, though not previously on the Ration list. This indulgence 
can only extend to the period of departure of the first public oppor- 
tunity for England. 

N.B. — All Quarterly Returns to bo made up on the 1st day of July, October, 
January, and April, and Monthly Returns on the 1st day of each month. 
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ROYAL NAVY. 



1 — Officers Commanding Her Majesty's Ships and Yesseb 
tlraw Money or Provisions from the Commissariat Department on 
Estimates, signed by the Commander and Senior OfBcer on the 
Station. — These Estimates are sent to the Military Secretary, who 
registers such as nslate to Impress of Money, approves, "5j 
Command^^ and signs his name to the documents to render them 
valid at the Commissariat Office. 

2 — Passage Ail<»\vauces for the entertainment of Military 
Officers, embarked on board Ships-of-War, on duty, but without 
Troops, are paid to the Commander of the Vessel, by the Board of 
Admiralty at Home. 

3 — The Seamen and Marines, when requisite, are to be re- 
ceived into the Military Hospitals, the charges consequent thereon 
to be recovered from the Ships to which they belong. The efiects 
of Seamen or Marines, dying in Hospital, should be taken charge 
of by the Surgeon, and sold to defray the funeral charges, the 
balance, if any, is to be paid into the Commissariat Chest to the 
credit of the Navy. 
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DEPUTY ADJUTANT GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT. 



The Deputy Adjutant General prepares, for the Lieutenant 
enerars signature, all Letters of routine connected with his 
apartment, and addressed to the Home Authorities. 

He submits to the Lieutenant General all official Letters and 
sports addressed to his Department from the Out-Stations, and 
ceives his Excellency's commands relative to the answers which 
e to be transmitted. 

General Orders are published by the Deputy Adjutant Ge- 
jral. 

The following mode of issuing and communicating General 
rders at Head-Quarters, to be strictly observed : — 

The Deputy Adjutant General will issue the General Orders 
.ily, between the hours of twelve and one o'Clock — Sundays 
cepted. 

The Major of Brigade, and competent Clerks from the several 
apartments, will attend at the Deputy Adjutant General's Office 
twelve o'clock each day, there to copy the Orders. Should it 
5 necessary to publish an " After General Order'* the Deputy 
djutant General is to transmit the same to the Major of Brigade, 
t. Ann's, and when requisite, the Order will be passed on from 
lat Officer to the several Heads of Departments. 

On Sundays the mode herein prescribed for issuing an ^^ After 
hder'' to be adopted. 

The receipt of all " After General Orders'' must be duly 
:knowledged. 

All Officers arriving at Head-Quarters are to report themselves 
nmediately to the Deputy Adjutant General. 
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The notification of the New Warrant and Mutiny Act having 
been received is published through the Deputy Adjutant General 
in General Orders, the day the Warrants are transmitted. 

All changes in the Commissariat Department and Memo- 
randums for General Orders, to be submitted through the Deputy 
Adjutant General, for the approval of the General CommandiDg. 



The Deputy Assistant Adjutant General 
Has the superintendence, and is responsible for the correctness 
of all Office details. 

He makes out the Office copy of the Monthly Returns— ex- 
amines Discharges, Invalid documents, Embarkation, Disembark- 
ation, as well as all other States and Returns.

on the firsts they should account only for casualties which occurs 
during the former month : for instance- -a Soldier transferred frc 
the 36th to the 69th on the Ist of March, ought to be retained 
t!ie strength of the 36th in the Return, dated \st March^ and 
would therefore, although belonging to the 69lh on that day, r 
be taken on the strength in the monthly Return, until the 1st 
April, and be then accounted for as an increase gained during t 
month of March. 



DISCHARGES. 



Commanding Officers are at liberty to exercise their own dij 
crction — with a due regard to the efficiency oj the Service and ih 
particular circumstances of each case— in recommending Soldier 
for Discharge, under the conditions of the Royal Warrants nuwi 
force. 

In the letter of application for the Discharge of Non-comniH 
sioned Officers or Soldiers, l)y purchase, or with gratuity, tb 
number who have received their Discharges on these condition 
since the commencement of the current year, must be entered! 
the margin. 

In applications for the Discharge of Soldiers, on the ModiJi( 
Pension, and in the Proceedings of the Board of Officers, tl 
j)Iaces where they wish (o reside and receive their pensions, mu 
invariahlg be entered. 

No Soldier who has applied for his Discharge with Modifi 
Pension can return to England, until official authority has bei 
received from the Horse Guards. 

No Soldier whose character is not ^^ good'' can be discharg 

V at his own request, by purchase, or receiving a gratuity, withe 

\ reference to the Home Authorities. With applications of tl 
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scription therefore, the Commanding Officer of the Regiment

COURTS MARTIAL. 



Applications for Courts Martial — charges preferred against 
»ldiers — and summary of Evidence, according to the prescribed 
'm, and all matters connected with Military discipline, to be 
•warded to the Deputy Adjutant General. 

All applications to Head-Quarters for Courts Martial will be 
ide through the Senior Officer at the Station to the Deputy Ad- 



i 
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jutant General, or at Barbados through the Major of Brigade to the 
Commandant, and if a case requiring the Lieutenant GeneraFs 
decision, it will be transmitted to the Deputy Adjutant General to 
be submitted. 



Observations relative to filling up the Monthly Courts Martial 

Returns. 

Great inconvenience and delay having been occasioned by the 
incorrect manner in which the Monthly Courts Martial Retunw 
are frequently filled up at the Head-Quarters of Corps, the following 
observations on this point, are to be strictly attended to. — 

1 — The Regimental Number must be entered with the man's 
rank and name. 

2- The date zn^ place of the commission of the crime mustbe 
stated in the charge. 

3 — Should a Prisoner be found " not guilty"' of all the charges 
preferred against him, (if he is arraigned on more than one,) or 
" not guilty" of any part of them, it must be stated clearly, in the 
column for the " Finding and Sentence," " not guilty of the first, 
second, or other charges," as the case may be, or, ^^ not guilty oi 
that part of the first, second, or other charges, which accuses him 
of &c., &c." 

4 — In cases of Non-commissioned Officers sentenced to be 
Reduced, the entry must be " To be reduced to the rank and pay of 
a private Soldier." 

5 — Whenever a Court Martial may award loss of money in 
lieu of liquor, for habitual Drunkenness, the sentence should be 
thus expressed : — '' Forfeiture of one penny a day of his daily pay." 

6 — The date of confirmation must be invariably entered; 
when, therefore, men, detached from the Head-Quarters of their 
Corps, arc brought before Courts Martial, care must be taken that 
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lie date of the confirmation of their Sentence be transmitted to 
he Head-Quarters of their Regiments, along with the Report, &c, 
)f their Trial. 

7 — When any Soldier is tried under the 85th Article of War, 
by authority of the Lieutenant General Commanding, an observa- 
tion to that effect, must appear in the column for Remarks. 

8 — When a Soldier is tried for habitual drunkenness, it being 
imperative on the Court, by the 51st Article of War, to award loss 
of beer money, or Id. per diem of daily pay, unless the offender is^ 
at the time of his trials already forfeiivng the amount of 3d. per 
diem on account of previous convictions, of habitual drunkenness ; 
an observation, should the latter be the case, must be made to that 
effect, in the column for Remarks. 

9 — ^The number of cases of absence without leave, which are 
disposed of by Commanding Officers, under the 45th clause of the 
Mutiny Act, must be entered at the bottom of the Monthly Returns 
of Courts Martial. 



General Observations relative to Courts Martial. 

Members of Courts Martial awaiting confirmation^ are not to 
leave the Station or apply for leave of absence. 

The authority of the Lieutenant General Commanding the 
Porces must, invariably ^ be obtained, before any man can be tried 
^y a Court Martial, inferior to that directed by the Articles of War 
take cognizance of the particular offence he has committed. 

Applications of this nature must state the Prisoner's general 
haracter and length of service, and be accompanied by 

1 — ^An Extract of former convictions. 

2 — Minutes of the Evidence to be produced against him. 

la framing charges for the investigation of Courts Martial, 
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any niixturc of offences (especially where habitual clriinkenn'es?i§ 
introdnc('d,)must be avoided, and the allegations, theivfore, when 
not confined to one distinct crime, should be set forth in separatt 
cliarcjcs. 

In framinj^ charges for offences which, by Her Majesty's Re* 
gulations, are liable to the award of " Corporal Punishmtnty' it ii 
advisable to introduce, as near as possible, the precise words as 
ffiven at paffes 251 and 252 of the Rejjulations : viz. — '* InsuboT'^ 
dination,'' ^'for Violence,'^ Sfc. \ 

The Regimental number of a Prisoner is to be invariably! 
inserted in the charge against him. 

Care must be taken that every Prisoner is warned previous toi 
trial, that evidence, if there be any, as to former convictions and! 
general character, will be brought against him ; and such warning:^ 
must be duly recorded on the face of the proceedings of his Com 
Martial. 

General character is only to be expressed by the followinf . 
terms:— viz.— '' Very Gojd^'—" Good''—'' Very Bad'— '' Bat 
— " Indifferent," ' 1 

The following is an opinion of the Judge Advocate General,] 
as to what may be considered admissible evidence, in proof of 
former convictions, in cases where the Adjutant of the RegiineB| 
cannot attend : — 

" An Extract from the Regimental Court Martial Book, the 
'' correctness of wiiich Extract, either is sworn to by a witness, who 
'Miimself exrimiaed it in comparison w^th the original, or isau- 
*' thenticated by a written certificate from the Adjutant : suchcer- 
*' tificate being signed by the Adjutant, and the signature being 
'' proved io be his handwriting." 

In framing charges in cases of habitual drunkenness, the 
following Funns sliouUl bo, as nearly as possible, adhered to:— 
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** For having been drunk at on or aliout the 

liis being the fourth* time within twelve months, and thiTchy 
instituting an act of habitual drunkenness." 

" For having been drunk at on or about the 

Siis being the sccond'\ time of his having been drunk within six 
months, of a conviction of habitual drunkenness, and thereby coii^ 
fttituting &c., &c." 

Incases of trial for habitual drunkenness, a Soldier is not to 
le charged with having been drunk a greater number of times than 
38 justified by the Articles of War, within the given periods. 

A Record is to be kept, by each Regiment, of the periods each 
^dier has suffered solitary confinement from the commencement 
^rftfae current year, and on the trial of any Soldier, whose nnmo 
appears in this record, a certified extract from it is to be laid 
^fore the Court, in order that the commands, (with regard to the 
^triction of this punishment,) contained in the Circular Letter, 
lated "Horse Guards, 16th December, 1837," may be strictly 
implied with. 

Solitary confinement cannot exceed one lunar month at a 
4me> or three lunar months in one year. 

The sentence of solitary confinement by calendar months is 
negal. 

Courts Martial must either fix the place of confinement, (in 
ases of sentence of imprisonment,) or leave it to the discretion of 
le OflBcer Commanding the Regiment or Detachment, to which 
le Prisoner belongs or is attached. 

The forfeiture, by sentence of Courts Martial, of Pension on 
ischarge, must invariable be accompanied by the forfeiture of 

* Or, *Hwice drunk on or for duty^ or parade y or on the line of march '^ 
t Or, " once drunk for duty or parade^ or on the line of march J^ 
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additional pay i^ihilst serving ; and this sentence of a Court Martial 
must be governed by the 7th & 9th clauses of the Mutiny Act. 

The sentencing a Sergeant or Corporal to be placed at tl 
bottom of his rank, is unauthorized, and contrary to the genera 
usage of the Service. 

In every case where a Non-commissioned Officer is fou 
guilty of any offence, he must be reduced to the Ranks by the sen 
tence of the Court, previous to the adjudication of any addition 
punishment. 

A Lance Corporal, or Drummer, may be ordered to do duty 
in the Ranks, by the Commanding Officer of the Regiment, at any 
time ; in such cases, therefore, it is unnecessary that reduction.'^ 
should form part of the sentence of the Court Martial. 

The following Rules are applicable to men placed in confine^ 
ment, or made liable to forfeiture, by sentence of Courts Martial^ ^ 
under the provisions of the Mutiny Act. ' 

1 — If a Soldier be sentenced to forfeiture of pay, additional 
pay, beer money, or liquor money, for a particular period, not 
specially included in the period of imprisonment, such award is to 
be considered as in addition to the penalties of imprisonment, an<l| 
to commence from the termination of such imprisonment. 

2 — A Soldier, already under sentence of forfeiture, if ajffli ■ 
sentenced to imprisonment before the first sentence is expired, i> 
not to be allowed to reckon the period of such imprisonment 
towards the completion of the first sentence ; a period of imprison- 
ment cannot be allowed to reckon towards the fulfilment of a 
sentence to forfeiture — the Soldier, whilst in confinement, hasao 
pay, &c. to forfeit. 

If a Soldier is removed into Hospital while undergoing * 
sentence of imprisonment (solitary or otherwise), the period during 
which he is in Hospital is to reckon as part of such sentence. 
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Men in Military custody^ undergoing punishmeois incurred 
eason of former offences, may, if they commit fresh crimes, be 
nee brought before Courts Martial for the same. 

Should evidence, as to former convictions against a Man, be 
3roperly received, the Court Martial may be revised^ reject such 
lucnce as the production of former convictions had on their 
ard, and, having found the Prisoner guilty of the charge directly 
3ferred against him, modify their sentence accordingly. 

The 53rd Article of War, is to be considered as applying to 
3 Soldier beingdrunk on or for duty, without armsy on fatigue, &c.. 
which case his crime may be submitted to the decision of a 
3gimental Court Martial ; a Soldier drunk on any duty under 
ms, must be arraigned for such crime before a General, District, 

Garrison Court Martial, unless the previous sanction of the 
eneral Officer Commanding the Forces, for his trial by an Inferior 

Regimental Court Martial, be obtained. 

A Medical Officer is, on no account, to be ever called upon to 
t on a Court Martial — the duties of that Department requiring^ 
. this Command especially, constant and unremittting attention. 

Officers Commanding Troops or Detachments at Out-Stations, 
lUSt be careful not to omit to enter on the face of the proceedings 
[Courts Martial, confirmed by them, the date of such confirma- 
on, in order that it may appear in the Monthly Returns of Courts 
lartial, made up at the Head-Quarters of each Regiment. 

The proceedings of Courts Martial will be written in strict 
iccordance with the Form laid down in " Observations on the 
yro^tice and the Forms of Courts' Martial^ by a Field Officer.''

to be named by the President, and the other by the Senior Com- 
missariat Officer ; the Merchants, so called in, are not to be Mem- 
bers of, or to have votes at the said Boards of Survey, but they are 
to assist the Board, by their opinion, in coming to a decision. 

Officers composing Boards of Survey, are to bear in mind, 
that it is not possible to supply the Troops in tropical climates, 
with meat as fat, and in such condition as is usually served out to 
the Troops in colder countries ; and this is more especially the 
case, where cattle is brought a great distance by sea to Stations, 
possessing no facilities for pasturage, and that, therefore, provided 
the meat is wholesome and sound, the objection of leanness can- 
not be admitted — unless it can be clearly shewn that a constant 
supply of better meat can be procured. 

Officers confirming the Proceedings of Boards of Survey, are 
also directed to take the above circumstances into consideration, 
in forming their opinions.

Medical Boards on Officers or men, at Barbados, are held 

nw General Order, and the Inspector General of Hospitals, or in 

absence, the Principal Medical Officer, regulates the detail. 

le Local Medical Boards at Out-Stations, are held by District 

Garrison Orders, issued by the Officer Commanding the 

Tioops, (except in cases where a General Order may be sent ex- 

dy from Head-Quarters for the purpose,) and their detail 

[alated by the Principal Medical Officer at such Stations. 

Great inconvenience having arisen from Officers having ob- 
iined leave of absence, on examination by Zoca/ Medical Boards 
It the Out'Stations, to return to the United Kingdom, Officers, 
'Commanding at Out-Stations, are directed in future to send all 
[Officers, who may be so recommended from Sick Certificates, to 
Head-Quarters, Barbados, in order that they may there undergo 
^^laminations before Medical Boards for that purpose. 

Cases can very rarely occur of the absolute necessity of Offi- 
tl cers being ordered to Europe for the benefit of health, without 
previous reference to Head-Quarters. In the event, however, of 
' any extraordinary case arising, in which the Officer Command- 
ing at an Out-Station, may take upon himself the serious respon- 
sibility of granting leave of absence, it is clearly to be understood, 
that the Medical Board is not to recommend any particular period 
of leave, on any, account whatever; nor can the Commanding 
Officer assume any further authority than that of giving permis- 
sion to the sick Officer to carry with him a copy of the Proceedings 
of the Board, and to report his arrival in the United Kingdom to 
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the proper Authorities, for the purpose of undergoing such further 
Medical Inspection as may be deemed necessar}'. 

Medical Officers serving in this Command, are enjoined to 
be most scrupulous in the performance of that most important 
branch of their Professional duty, which relates to Medical Boards. 

The Proceedings of all Medical Boards must be transmitted 
to the Deputy Adjutant General, as well as to the Inspector General 
of Hospitals in this command ; and those on Officers to the Military 
Secretary also. 



DESERTERS. 



When a Soldier, whilst serving in a Regiment in this Com- 
mand» confesses himself, or is discovered to be a Deserter from 
some other Corps, the letter reporting the particular must state 
the Man^s general character, and, if possible, the Regimental 
number and name he was known by in his former Regiment, and 
be accompanied by the following Documents in duplicate.

2 — Record of his Services in his present Corps. 

3— Certificate of a Magistrate as to his being a Deserter, 
either by his own confession, or on oath of one or more witnesses.

INSTRUCTIONS. 



For Officers Commanding Tro^ps^ Jier/imcnt.^, and /Jtfac/nncnts. 

The Blue Serge Trowsers are to lie invariuhli/ worn by the 
Troops of t^ Sun-set y when on guard or other duties octasioniiijr 
their exposure to the Night air. 

Should any Soldier be arrested by the Civil Power, a report 
thereof is to be immediately made to the Deputy Adjutant (Jencral, 
and in the event oFthe Individual being brought to trial, tlie result 
of sucli trial is to be reported in like maimer. 

Every Regiment and Detachment in this command, is to 
Parade once a week in heavy marching order , when a minute In- 
spection must be made by their Commanding Officers. On these 
occasions the utmost attention is to be given to the manner of 
packing diXiiii fixing the Knapsack^ and fitting the Accoutrements. 

Commanding Officers of Regiments are to report, immedi- 
ately after the 1st of April each year, whether the Clothing, has. 
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in conformity with the Army Regulations, been issued to the Mtn 
on that day, and if it has not, thvy are to explain the cause ol'tlie 
delay &c. 

Previous to the departure of a Regiment from the command, 
the Officer Commanding it will transmit to the Deputy Adjutant 
General a Nominal Return of any Men to be left behind, specify- 
ing the Stations they remain at, and the cause of their not era- 
barking with their Corps. 

Every Soldier is to have in his possession ten rounds of Ball 
Ammunition, and two Flints, which are to be shown, along with 
the Turnkey and Worm, at the weekly inspections of necessaries. 

Commanding Officers are responsible that their Regimental 
Ammunition is frequently inspected and kept in a serviceable state. 

The undermentioned Returns, &c.,. will b6 required by the 
Lieutenant General Commanding at the periodical Inspections of 
each Regiment. 

1. — Return of Men for Discharge. 

2.— Return of Recruits in duplicate^ should any Men or Boys 
have been enlisted. 

3. — The Inspection Return, in duplicate. 

4. — The Court Martial Return, in duplicate. 

5. — Certificate of Inspection of Clothing, in triplicate : only 
required at the first inspection after its issue. 

G. — List of Officers for Purchase. 

The Morning States and Guard Reports of the Months since 
last Inspection, will also he produced to the Lieutenant General 
for comparison with the entries in the Company and Regimental 
Defaulter Books. Company Defaulter Books are to be kept by 
Regiments in this command. 
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For Regiments first arriving in this Command, 

The firing of the Morning Gun is-the signal for the Men to 
riso, and the time for calling the Roll should be not sooner than 
half an hour after. 

All Field Exercise in this command is to take place in the 
Evening. 

h would be extremely beneficial if Commanding Officers of 
Regiments made arrangements for the Men to have either warm 
Coffee or Cocoa in the evening, to be prepared and ready for them 
immediately after they are dismissed from the Evening Parade, 
or Roll-call. 

The strictest directions should be given to prevent the Men 
being unnecessarily exposed to the Sun or Rain, and the regu- 
lations of this command are, that the reliefs do not go round 
during heavy Uain, but that they wait for a fair moment. 

Men mounting Guard are also each to take a complete change 
of clothes to prevent thenecessity of their remaining in the Guard 
Room, and sleeping in wet clothing ; and Sentries are to be so 
posted as to be in the shade and not exposed to the heat of the Sun. 

Officers commanding Regiments and Detachments should 
direct their attention especially to the use of Cotton Shirts, so 
niuch better adapted to this climate than the Linen ones, which 
^re found injurious to health. The wearing at proper times 
the Blue Serge Trowsers, which form part of the clothing must 
^Iso be attended to. The use of Flannel for the Soldiers must 
depend on the recommendation of Regimental Medical Officers^ 

Every method should be adopted to keep the Men engaged 
^^ reasonable exercise, particularly in the cool season of the year, 
from December till May. They may be employed in light fa- 
tigue duties in the Mornings and Evenings, and be encouraged in 
^'1 kinds of Manly Games and Amusements promoting exercise. 



* 
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whenever tliis can he done without interfering with regularity 
or discipline : it being a well establislied ifact thai, where the mind 
is not engaged or amused, tl>e body is more liable io Disease and 
Sickness. 

The Lieutenant General desires, in the most impressive man- 
ner, to call the attention of Officers of all ranks to the urgent ne- 
nessity for their using unceasing exertions to check and prevent 
that dreadful indulgence in the use of Rum, which is far more 
destructive to the Soldier than the effects of the worst climate. 

The quality of the Spirituous Liquors sold in the established 
Canteens should be constantly ascertained. Proper hou^s for 
opening and closing the Canteens rigidly fixed, and means, when- 
ever possible, be adopted to supply Malt Liquor for the Men, at so 
reasonable a rate as to induce a preference for it. 



Instructions for the Senior Officer i^ the Troops^ Si. Anns, 

The Senior Officer of the Troops at the Garrison of Saint 
Ann's, is to conduct the details of all Garrison duties, assisted by die 
Major of Brigade, to whom all Guard Reports, Weekly Stales, k.^ 
will be addressed, for the information of the Senior Officer. 

The Senior Officer is empowered to assemble District Courts 
Martial in the Garrison, approving and c<mi firming the Sentences 
of the san^, except in such instancesas he onay deem it necessary 
to refer to higher authority. 

In the event of the terofK)rary absence of 43ie Lieu^CTiawt Ge- 
neral Commanding the Forces, instructions w*H be given F^latrv-^ 
to the powers of the Senior Officer of the Troops in Barbados. 

All communications, reports, and d;^lioai%ons—^»ot ^oft- 
nected with Gawison Details, and the asseraUing of iDistriet 0^ 
Garrison Courts Martial, — are to be addressed to the reapecti^ 
Heads -of Departments in cowformity to the Rules trnd Begnialioi^- 
of the Service. 
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DEPUTY QUA RTEK MASTER GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT 



Thi» Department at present consists of a Deputy Quarter 
Master fJeneral, and a Deputy Assistant; — at the Out-Stations, 
the duties are performed bj' the Fort Adjutants. 

The correspondence and duties to be conducted on the princi- 
ples laid down in Her Majesty's General Regulations and Orders, so 
far as they can be applied to this command. 

The Quarter Master General's Department is charged under 
the Orders of the Lieutenant General Commanding, with the 
conveyance, Quartering, Encamping, and Marches of the Troops ; 
•-after reeeivrng the Memoranda from the Deputy AdjrrtantGe- 
ftcraf, of the Lieuteitant General's sanctioti to their change of 
Quarters. The Embarkations and Disembarkations of Troops and 
Stores aa*e s^eiaUy under their superintendence, and all requisi- 
tions^ for tbe hire of Vessels to convey Troops, are to be made on 
tile Con^missariat Department by the Deputy Quarter Master Ge* 
tieml, who- ia subsequently to examine and report upon tlie fitness 
t)f sueb Vessels as may hsLve tendered to convey Troops^ and the 
toiitract is; not to be closed until this Inspection has been made. 

Thfe Dtepartmettt receives communications relative to state 
' ^ oeeupation of Barracks, so far as the Ordnance and Barrack 
Regulations permit their interference. 

The Deputy Quarter Master General provides passages, in 
Transports or hired Vessels, for Officers, or furnishes them with 
rte requisite certificate of there being no Public opportunity, to 
entitle them to receive the regulated Allowance, when proceeding 
; <^dtrty, or by Medical certificate. 

AH Tftmsports and Vessels employed in the conveyatice of 
'^'oopsr, are undef the superintettdefice of the Deputy Quarter 
faster General, so far as Naval Regulationd will p^ttnit. 
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All Wssels conveying Troops (whether hired, or regular 
Transports, under a Naval Agent), are to receive from this De- 
l)artmcnt sailing Instructions^ when employed within the com. 
H)and. — In the case of hired Vessels, these instructions are given 
to the Master, but in Transports to the Agent ; in the former case, 
the Fort Adjutant at an Out-Station is required to note on these 
instructions, how they have been complied with ; but in the case 
of the Naval Agent, the Fort Adjutant will report direct- to the 
Deputy Quarter Master General by letter. 

Requisitions for Transports' Stores — Washing Bedding,- 
&c., are to be made through the Deputy Quarter Maater General, ' 
on the Commissariat Department. 

When these Requisitions require an expenditure of Money, 
they are sent to the Military Secretary to be approved " By Cm- 
mandJ'

As soon as a Transport arrives, an Officer of the Quarter 
Master General's Department, accompanied by a Medical OflBcer 
(selected for this duty by the Inspector General of Hospitals, or 
Principal Medical Officer of the Station), will repair on board, 
and after examining the Vessel, and receiving all necessary infor- 
mation from the Senior Officer on board, report particulars to the 
Lieutenant General Commanding, or Officer Commanding the 
Troops, receiving his orders as to the Disembarkation or disposal 
of the Troops — furnishing, at the same time, a Report of the In- 
spection agreeably to the Form in the Office of the Deputy Quar- 
ter Master General. Care, however, must be taken not to visit 
the Vessel until the Health Officer of the Harbour has been on 
board. 

• • 

All General Orders must necessarily be issued by the Deputy 
Adjutant General — the Deputy Quarter Master General will there- 
fore, when orders from his Department are required to be pub- 
lished to the Troops, submit a memorandum to the Lieutenant 
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General, or Officer commanding the station, wliicli, on approval^ is 
to be sent to the Deputy Adjutant General for publication in Orders. 

After the Lieutenant General has sanctioned the details, a 
notice Memorandum is also sent from the Quarter Master Gene- 
ral's Department to the Deputy Adjutant General — Military Se- 
cretary, and Senior Officer of the Troops at St. Ann's. Notice of 
the intended sailing of an Army Vessel is also sent to all the 
Heads of Departments in Barbados. 

The Embarkations and Disembarkations are to be conducted 
ia the most regular and systematic manner. Besides the Boats 
of the Department, application must always be made for the aid 
of the Royal Navy. 

The Regiment or Detachment for embarkation, is invariably 
to be drawn up under their own Officers on the Beach, either in 
r Line or Column as most convenient. After inspection tliey are 
to Pile Arms, unstrap their Knapsacks, and Filing off to the Boats, 
place them in such way as the Officer of the Quarter Master Ge- 
neral's Department may direct ; — the men returning to their Arms 
afterwards. 

Officers Commanding Troops arc responsible that their Quar- 
ter Masters, or Acting Quarter Masters furnish Nominal Lists for 
Rations to the master of the Vessel, previous to embarking on board. 

The Quarter Master, or Acting Quarter Master of Regiments 
Of Detachments, is required to attend at the embarkations and 
disembarkations of Stores and Baggage, and this Officer will be 
Jidd responsible that no more than the regulated allowance is put 
on board. 



The Signal stations {Government and Colonial) are under 
^^e superintendence of the Deputy Quarter Master General, and 
^"c Fort Adjutants at Out-Stations.

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The Boats are also under the superintendence of the Deputy 
Quarter Master General, and all Requisitions for water or land 
Transport to be made on the Commissariat at St. Ann's, by this 
Department. 

The Military Laborers are under the orders of the Deputy 
Quarter Master General, and the Deputy Assistant Quarter Mas- 
ter General is charged with the duties of Acting Pay-master to 
this Corps. 



The Infirmary Establishment, for insane and worn out Black 
Pensioners from the West India Regiments and Corps of Military 
Laborers, is under the superintendence of this Department. 

All applications from the Deputy Quarter Master General 
for the supply or purchase of Articles required, viz. — For Array 
Transports — Boats — Signal stations — Repairs, &c., are first sub- 
mitted to the Lieutenant General through the Military Secretary, 
who, when authorized, " approves by Command'^ — The Docu- • 
mcnt is then forwarded to the Deputy Commissary General, who 
procures the supply, either by Advertising for Tenders, or pur- 
chase on the spot, under the Lieutenant General's authority. 

Requisitions relative to the Repairs of Buildings, &c., at the 
Signal stations, are to be made on the Resident Engineer, and 
" approved^' " h\j Command^' — through the Military Secretary. 

In the case of the Signal station being a Colonial one, the 
Requisition is made direct on the Colonial Quarter Master Gene- 
ral, or Colonial Authority. 



Corps of Black Military Laborers. 

The Corps of Military Laborers (not Ordnance) are under th^ 
Deputy Quarter Master General, and are organized for the puf ' 
pose of relieving the White Troops from those fatigues and ert^' 
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3loyraents, that are found prejudicial to their health. The Corps 
is also employed in the capacity of Boatmen — Office Messengers^ 
and Orderlies to Staff and Departments. To relieve the White 
Troops, they are required to supply Hospital Orderlies — two Cooks 
to each company — one Fatigue man per company to carry dinners 
to the Guards, and six Pioneers to each Regiment, to be employed 
under the Quarter Master in cleaning the neighbourhood of the 
Barracks, drains^ privies^ Sfc,^ and the digging of graves^ which 
employment, Regimental Quarter Masters, are responsible, is per- 
formed by the Military Laborers only. 

When the Corps are complete, they are to be disposed of as 
above, under the direction of the Deputjr Quarter Master Gene- 
ral ; a few of the Laborers may be attached to Public Quarters, 
such as the Lieutenant General Commanding — the Adjutant Ge- 
neral — and Deputy Quarter Master General's Departments — the 
Military Secretary — the Deputy Commissary General — and In- 
spector General of Hospitals ; but it is to be remembered, that 
the employment of these Men, when they can be thus spared, is 
an indulgence, and their services are to be confined to the keeping 
in order the Grounds attached to the Buildings, sweeping OflBl- 
ces, Walks, and Yards, &c., but not to be employed within the 
buildings, or in the capacity of Servants under any pretence. 

The Deputy Quarter Master General is responsible for the 
proper distribution and employment of these Laborers, and he 
^ill instruct the Fort Adjutants at the Out-Stations on this head, 
requiring from those Officers on the 1st of each month, a certi- 
ficate as to the employment of the Military Laborers. 

The first object of this Corps, is the relief of the White Sol- 
diers from cooking, distant fatigue duties, and such work as may be 
'^nnd, in this climate, prejudicial to health. 
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The Deputy Assistant Quarter Master General is, (under 
Head ofliis Department), charged with the interior economy 
payment of the Corps of Military Laborers, forwarding Mon 
Estimates and Pay-lists to the Military Secretary for a Wan 
in the same manner as j)rescribcd for Regimental Pay-mastei 

The charges heretofore made against a fund, created bv 
credits of deceased Men, is to be charged henceforward in 
mode pointed out by the War OflSce Communication, No. ^ 
dated 3rd of October, 1838, — that fund having been abolishei 
the Secretary at ^Var.

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Memorandum relative to Baggage. 

Commanding OflBcers of Regiments are enjoined to curtail 
the Baggage of their Corps, and are responsible that the Queen's 
Regulations on this head are strictly attended to, limiting the 
weight of any Box or case to 4001bs. The practice of Soldiers 
having boxes is most unmilitary, and is strictly prohibited. Staff 
Serjeants, married Men, and Regimental Tradesmen, may have a 
very small box as an indulgence^ but it is to be considered as such ; 
and an OflBcer of the Quarter Master GeneraFs Department, at- 
tended by the Regimental Quarter Master, or Acting Quarter 
Master, must always be present at the Embarkation and Disembar- 
kation of Baggage, and they will take care that the spirit of this 
order is strictly carried into effect.

MAJOR OF BRIGADE'S DEPARTMENT. 



This Officer is attached to the Garrison of Saint Ann's, Bar- 
bados, and assists the Senior Officer of the Troops in all Garrison 
Details ; the ordering and assembling Garrison Courts Martial ; 
keeping Rosters ; &c. 

The Major of Brigade is responsible that the Guards are 
properly mounted and conducted ; that the Guard Houses and 
Sentry Boxes are provided with Boards of Orders; and that the 
Forms of Guard Reports are uniformly established. 

Every Guard must be visited by day and nighty either by a 
Fit'lci Officer, or Garrison Captain of the day. 

The Officer of the Main Guard is always to he at his post, 
except one hour in the morning allowed for Breakfast, and one 
hour and a-half in the evening for Dinner. 

The Major of Brigade is required to attend at the Adjutant ; 
General's Office daily (Sundays excepted) for Orders. 

He is the channel through which all Orders are published to 
the Garrison, and his Office is the established point whence the 
regular daily Orders and Details are issued. 

Olficcrs commanding Corps and Detachments, and Garrison 
Departments, will send an intelligent Clerk to the Brigade Office 
every day at 3 o'clock, p.m., there to copy the Orders-; the Adju- 
tant, or Acting Adjutant of Regiments and Detacbmeats, are res- 
ponsible- for the regular attendance of their Clerks, and that the 
Orders are clearly and legibly written. These Officers, when 
required by the Major of Brigade, will also attend in person at 
his Olfice. 

All Orders which reach the Major of Brigade after the esta- 
bh'shed Office hour, are to be published to the Troops as *' After 
Orders,'' in the following manner, viz: 
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The Major of Brigade will cause a fair copy to be made of the 
After Order and dispatch it with a '' Pass Memorandum^ (see 
Form) to the several Cori)s, Detachments, and Departments. 

The receipt of these Orders, after they have been copied, is 
to be vouched for by the signature of the Officer commanding the 
. Regiment or Detachment, or the Adjutant, and by that of an Officer 
of each Department being affixed to the Pass Memorandum ; 
whoever receives the After Order last is responsible to return it 
together with the Pass Memorandum^ to the Major of Brigade.

The Major of Brigade regulates, under the Senior Officer at 
Saint Ann's, the hours for the performance of Divine Service to 
'he Troops, and notifies the same to the Aide-de-Camp of the 
Lieutenant General Commanding. 

He is responsible that the Non-commissioned Officer, in 
charge of the Prisoners confined under sentence of Courts Martial, 
n the Garrison Prison at St. Ami's, pays the strictest attdhtion to 
he Orders already established, or which may hereafter be issued 
or regulating this Establishment.

of Brigade will take especial care that no other overslaughs are 
permitted.

Laborers being intended exclusively for such duties. 

The Officers, Non-commissioned Officers and Soldiers, left 
behind Sick, or Invalids collected from the Out-Stations and not 
belonging to the Regiments or Detachments composing the regu- 
lar Garrison of St. Ann's, are to be attached to Corps at Bar- 
bados in due proportions, by the Major of Brigade. — This does 
not apply to Drafts from Europe. When any of the attached Offi- 
cers and Men, left behind through Sickness or otherwise, are 
fit to join their respective Corps at Out-Stations, a nominal 
Return is to be forwarded from the Brigade Office from time to 
time, to the Deputy Adjutant General, in order that the neces- 
sary notification for passage may be made to the Deputy Quar- 
ter Master General. 
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DEPUTY JUDGE ADVOCATE. 



Ali correspondence relative to the •/iirficaZ duties .of the Army 
to be sent to " The Deputy Judge Advocate^ Barbados^'' by whom 
they will be submitted to the Lieutenant General Commanding 
the Forces. 

The Deputy Judge Advocate corresponds with Fori Adjutants 
and Acting Judge Advocates on Judical matters, as also with Pre- 
sidents of General and District, or Garrison Courts Martial — and 
with Officers Commanding at Out-Stations« as well as Regimental 
Commanding Officers, on all points connected with his Depart- 
ment ; but all other Officers, who may be desirous of obtaining an 

opinion on legal authority, must apply through their Commanding 

Officers, or Heads of their Departments. 

In all applications for Courts Martial on Non-commissioned 
Officers and Soldiers, Commanding Officers will invariably trans- 
mit, with the charges against the Prisoner proposed for Trial, a 
summary of the Evidence, with extracts from the Court Martial 
Book, shewing the former convictions of the Prisoner. 

Whenever the permission of the Lieutenant General Com- 
manding, or Officer commanding at the Station, is obtained to try 
an offender by an inferior tribunal, care must be taken to notice 
the same in the Monthly Return of Courts Martial, agreeably to 
the 86th Article of War. 

The form of proceedings of all Courts Martial to be conducted^ 
as far as applicable, on the principles drawn up in a work entitled, 
" Observations on the Practice and Forms of District Courts 
Martialj by a Field Officer'' — Colonel D'Aguilar. 

When the New Warrant and Mutiny Act, &c., addressed 
to the General Officer commanding the Forces in this command,, 
are received, the Deputy Judge Advocate will immediately pre- 
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pare the Lieutenant General's Warrants, delegating the power of 
assembling Courts Martial to the several Officers commanding at 
the Out-Stations. These Warrants are signed by the General Com- 
manding, ami his Seal at Arms attached. A Warrant is also pre- 
pared for an Officiating Deputy Judge Advocate, the Fort Adju- 
tant is generally named for this office at the Out-Stations. 

Officers commanding at Out-Stations will return the Old 
Warrants to the Deputy Jtidge Advocate, who destroys them. 

Special Warrants signed by the Lieutenant General, or 
Officer commanding at the Station, for the appointment of Presi- 
dents of General Courts Martial and Deputy Judge Advocates, are 
also prepared by the Deputy Judge Advocate, when the Court 
Martial is held at Head-Qual'ters, and by the Fort Adjutant at 
Out-Stations. 
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FORT ADJUTANT. 



• 1 — Fort Adjutants being the only Staff Officers at Out-Sta- 
tions, are responsible to the Departments at Head-Quarters for 
the due performance of the duties, rigidly observing the Rules 
established in the command, relative to the making up and trans* 
mission of Reports, Returns, and the carrying on the necessary 
correspondence. They are the channel of communication with 
the Officer commanding the Station. 

2- -Fort Adjutants are appointed by the Lieutenant General 
Commanding, through the Deputy Adjutant General. — Vide Her

The Fort Adjutant is required to transmit. Monthly^ to the
